The University of Pittsburgh sci­ 
entist said he thought the funds 
probably would be used in t h e 
field of preventive medicine. 
His statem ent early today came 
after announcem ent of the fund 
Tuesday night on the “ See It Now” 
television program of Edward R. 
M uttow. 
No Figures biven 
Although 
not revealing h o w 
much money he has received, Dr. 
Salk issued this statement: 
“I have had numerous Inquiries 
as to the disposition of money be­ 
ing sent to me spontaneously and 
without solicitation as an expres­ 
sion of the sincere feeling of many 
people. 
“The funds received have been 
deposited in a trust, the disposi­ 
tion of which will be m ade when 
there has been time for considera­ 
tion and consultation. 
Not Soliciting 
“We want to emphasize that we 
are not soliciting funds. Nor have 
we authorized anyone else to do so. 
We have no right to ask people 
not to express their feelings in any 
way they see fit. The funds re­ 
ceived will not be used by me per­ 
sonally.” 
Since Dr. Salk’s vaccine was re­ 
vealed to be 80 to 90 per cent ef­ 
fective a week ago, an estimated 
10,000 letters, telegrams and tele­ 
phone calls have been sent him at 
the University of Pittsburgh. Sev­ 
eral clerks have been assigned to 
his university office.

Owning stock means that you 
are directly interested in the prof­ 
its that company makes, profits 
out of which you will get divi­ 
dends. 
Owning stock in an industry 
means you are more than just a 
worker, or a member of manage­ 
ment, or an outsider. You’re an 
owner, thus, directly 
interested 
that that company stays modern, 
stays efficient, improves its pro­ 
ducts, keeps its prices as low as 
possible and makes a fair profit. 
Our thought is that if more 
union people owned stock, there 
would be fewer incidents of in­ 


dustry driven to the wall by labor 
trouble, there would be an ever 
increasing incident of union re­ 
sponsibility reaching beyond the 
union, itself, to include the in­ 
dustry as a whole. 
In short, with the workers and 
their organization investing mon­ 
ey in a company, surely under­ 
standing of management problems 
and labor problems will increase 
to the end of less labor-manage- 
ment trouble. And less trouble 
means less hate, less fear, less 
violence, and less other evils that 
help no one.— Mexico Ledger.

From all over the country have 
come letters, both pro and con, 
as well as copies of newspaper ar­ 
ticles and editorials. From sheer 
necessity some of these letters art* 
being answered with a form letter 
setting forth my position in this 
matter. 
Most farmers find it convenient 
to receive parcels by mail and pre­ 
fer to see the- limitations left as 
large and heavy as possible. Ll is 
now up to 70 pounds as long as; the 
mailing is not between two offices 
of the first class, in which ca.se it 
is restricted to 20 pounds. The the­ 
ory is that the law was passed for 
the convenience < rf the farm er, al­ 
though it is generally known that 
the Railway Express Company fur­ 
nished most of tile lobby for the 
passage of Public Law 199. They 
were aided by their employees who 
were assured that passage of the 
law 'which I supported* wvuld 
make their jobs more secure, and 
this was probably true up to a 
point. After the law was passed, 
cutting out the shipping of heavier 
and bulky package* by parcel post 
between offices of the first class, 
Rail.cay Express upped its rates, 
and instead of getting this business, 
the shippers began dividing t h e 
shipments into smaller packages 
which would conform to the new 
law, and continued to use parcel 
post. 
Actually, it does seem silly to 
say that you can mail a package 
from one office which cannot be 
mailed from another. Furthermore, 
it is certainly unsound for the Post 
Office Department to handle any 
packages which it is forced to car­ 
ry at a financial less and add to 
the deficit of the First Office De­ 
partment Having been brought up 
in the newspaper business, I was 
taught early in life that it was 
next to sacrilegious to buy any­ 
thing outside of the home town," 
and I still believe that everything 
that can be bought at home should 
be purchased there, so certainly no 
one could charge me with wanting 
to help subsidize any mail order 
outfits. With the fine retail stores 
there are in Southeast Missouri, 
few of our people should be affect­ 
ed by this law. and with the Post 
Office Department charging rates 
which do not absorb subsidies, Rail­ 
way Express should be put on an 
orual compe titive basis. However, 
it does not look as if the law will 
be amended at this session, quoting 
the* chairman of the House Post 
Office Committee.
